many years Jjeforc its appearance in 
Phiriucin. 
That of auv shade, how-

»ut later on Belgium won the distinc- 
tion of being tho greatest glass-making 
ixrantry in the world, and in the reign 
3f tho Second Henry of England, the 
>eople of the British Isles considered 
louses provided with stained glass 
rindcrwsthe greatest grandeur of the 
imos, but they remained iu total dark- 
sess, BO far as tho secrets of its manu- 
avture wero concerned, until as late 
» 143!), or thereabouts, when these 
people began the manufacture of win- 
low glass for themselves, and for many 
rears subsequently they expressed a 
(reference for the glass from "bevond 
he seas," just us we Americans of to-

The manufacture of stained glass is 


now far from being a mastered science, 
either hero or in Europe.

Perhaps the only method utilized to 
ny prestige for artistic excellence in 
ailed the mosaic method. In works 
ormed for this process the various 
»lon» are represented by nvparato 
pieces of iiot-metal glass, in which the 
satire Huu«taiico is permeated by tho

It is desirable to introduce the 
ead so it will form bold outlines, thus 
icightening tbo effects of the glass by 
tlainly separating the figures from the 
mckground, by givinga depth of shade 
o the folds of tho drapery. If atten- 
tion is paid to this, the linos, instead 
nf marring the effect of the work by 
heir prominence, will enhance its 
>eauty greatly. From the first draw- 
no: a second one is traced, nnd is 
sailed tho "cutting drawing," showing 
he shape and size of each piece of 
glass to be used.

njnred by tbo failure of stopping the 
(ring at the right moment, or by de- 
ects in the construction of the kiln. 
>reat care is taken to allow it to cool 
very slowly, as by a rapid cooling it is 
iable to crack. Ouo firing, as a gen-

To the different st vies of English,

Winston, of England. Ho classified 
painted windows the tsamo as thu 
litniontod Itit-knmn did orchiteuluro, 
viz., early English, the decorated, nnd 
tho perpendicular; nnd so minute were 
his attentions to details that we are 
now enabled to distinguish bv the 
peculiarities of drawing and coloring 
the period in which, any window was 
painted. 


Stained glass of a domestic character 


has a rich appearance in dwellings. 
Library windows of this material gi«e 
an exceedingly Imppy effect, and aro 
by no means uncommon. Then as fire 
screens, the rich, dark colors of 
pot-metal glass give n cheerful tone 
aud glow to the apartment. Stained 
glass medallions and panels hung in 
windows are very pleasant decorations. 
There are many ways besides these in 
which stained glass may be auplicd to 
domestic purposes, and now" that we 
are becoming rapidly more perceptible 
to art decoration, our homes as well as 
places of worship will contain more 
staiued glass.' 


A Fur- Off Star. 


It in difficult to conceive that tlio 


beautiful dog slur is a globe much 
larger than our sun, ypt it is a fact 
that Sinus is a gun manv times more 
mighty than our own. *This splendid 
star, which, even in our most }mwcrful 
telescopes, appears an a mere point of 
light, is in reality a globe emitting so 
enormous n quantity of light and boat 
that were it to take tho place of our 
own ann every creature on this earth 
would be consumed by its burning 
rays. 


Sinus shining w-tu far greater Ins- 


•ter than any oll-er star, it was natural 
that astronomers should have regarded 
this as being the nearest of all the 
"fixed" stars; but recent investigation 
on the distances of tho stars has shown 
that the nearest to us m Alpha Cen- 
tuuri, a star belonging to the southern 
latitude, though it in probable that 
Sinus is about fourth on the list in the 
order of dintance. 
For, though thure 


are about fifteen or twenty xtars whone 
dintances have been conjectured, tlm 
astronomer knows that in reality all of 
thorn, save three or four, lio'at dis- 
tances too great to be measured bv 
any instruments wo have at present. " 


Astronomers agree in fixing tbe din* 


tance of tho nearest fixed star at 
22, OUU, 000,01)0, OIK I miles, and it in j*j"- 
tain that thu distance of Siriu* m 
more titan three mid lv*n than nix 
times that of Alpha Contauri, most 
likely nbout five times, fo thai we are 
probably not fnr from th« truth if wo 
net tho distance of ftirius at about 
I(>(>,000,000t000,000 miles. What a vast 
distance is thin thnt separate* u» from 
that star! Words and figures thom- 
sMvc* fail to convoy to our minds any 
adequate idea of its true character. 


To take a common example of illus- 


trating such enormous distances: It 
is calculated that the ball from nn 
Armstrong lOO-poundcr quits the gun 
with the Kpecd of about four hundred 
yards per nocond. Now, if this velocity 
could be kept up, it would require no 
fewer than 100,000,000 years before the 
ball could roach Siriits, 


"As tho twig in bont the tree 'n in- 


clined," is a trito saying, the truth of 
which we Homotinios forgot. 
Nearly 


three thousand years ago the wisest ot 
men declared, "Train up a child iu the 
way ho should go, and when bo in old 
he will not depart from it." Most per- 
sons are born with a natural love 'for 
flowers. I never yet saw a toddler 
whose eyes did not light up with pleas- 
ure at tbe night of bright blossoms, 
and whoso fingers did not itch to hold 
ia their grasp "the pitty flowers," and 
small lioys show fully an much liking 
therefor as their Bisters.

for them, and so encouraged and 
trained, the majority of our girls grow 
up into flower-loving women.

their natural liking with a forced in- 
difference, which later, alas, becomes a 
second nature. Ninoty-muo one-hun- 
dredths of the men and women who 
manifest this indifference never had 
their tastes cultivated in this direction 
while young. It is freely admitted 
that there is a refining, elevating in- 
fluence about flowers ;. why, then, 
should not parents feel it a diity to en- 
conraga the love of the beautiful in 
bud and bloom. — Vick'g Magazine. 


Greenland. 


On Bomeof the old-time maps Green- 


land was known by a different name 
from the one it now bears. 


During the ninth century Gunn- 


bjorn, a brave sea-rover from Iceland, 
discovered "Greenland's icy moun- 
tains," and because of their glittering 
mantle of ice and snow he called the 
island Hvidsrcrk or White Shirt 


Some years later Eric the lied came 


to the island and found colonies there, 
and changed the name to Greenland, 
Perhaps on a map White Shirt might 
not make so dignified an appearance 
as Greenland, but it would not be BO 
strikingly inappropriate to tho great 
"inland ice," as the Danes call it — n 
country of glaciers and snow-fields that 
stretches away into the shadows of tho 
unexplored and unknown.

Jfythisit, will be observed that tho 


practice of pet it Inning courts. for a re- 
countof the votes, as wasfriKiuently the 
ease under the old law. Is alwlishcd 
under the mandatory clause to burn 
the ballots. The only ground loft for 
contest Is thu disputed ttckute uncounted, 
which will rc'iulre almost a tlu vote to bo 
available. 


The new law contains stringent pro- 


visions against the use of money or any- 
thing uf value to Iiilluence voters di- 
rectly or uudircctly. either In nominating 
conveutionsoriii elections. As they are 
equally stringent as to hiring ]tercons to 
do electioneering, or to use their influ- 
ence in any way, the occupation of the 
professional "worker" is gone- Any vio- 
lation, direct or indirect, subjects the 
candidate to tine, imprisonment and 
challenge as a voter. It also prevents 
him from holding tlip office to which he 
Is nominated or elected, disfranchises 
him and makes him liable to the person 
hired or bought In tho sum of 5300. it 
is not safe for a candidate to enter a cam- 
paign without carefully examining tho 
new laws, and it will be found advan- 
tageous tt> know the provisions, as tho 
penalties prescribed will bo sufficient 
answer tu the parasites who will demand 
money of him.

There was oxliibited at tlio office o 


tlie Chicago Journal tka oilier daj a 
historic relic of great interest, and one 
•which no monej can IIHJ of its prcseut 
owner. It consists of ono of the many 
canes that were presented to President 
Lincoln during his memorable admin- 
istration. In 18C2 there was sent to the 
'White House, in "\VaHlungtou, a cane 
by fiome nuknown admirer of the mar- 
tyred President. It was carved ont of 
a piece of wood, and was a marvelous 
specimen of artistic wort. It was so 
unique and BO different from the other 
canes that were sent to him that Presi- 
dent Lincoln, who appreciated f he skill 
nud ingenuity displayed in the carving, 
prized this particular 
walking-stick 


very highly, and cherished it among 
his dearest mementos. It remained in 
his personal belongings up to the time 
of his assassination. 


When Mrs. Lincoln nnd her familv 


left the White Honn this cane was 
among the more valued of tbe relics of 
the lamented President, Mrs. Lincoln 
removed to Chicago and took up her 
residence at a hotel, -which she made 
her residence for a long time. In the 
hotel was a bright and faithful bell »»y 
named John Neterstrom. So attentive 
and polite was he that Mrs. Lincoln 
took a great fancy to him, and would 
allow no other boy to attend td her 
wants. YonngNeterstrom fully appre- 
ciated the honor, and wag very devoted 
to Mrs. Lincoln daring her long sojourn 
at the hotel. When the time came for 
her to leave oho rewarded tho faithful 
hoy by giving him this valued stick. 
John Keteratrom in now a prominent 
resident of Lake View, and nothing 
among IIIK household (wssessions in 
more valued or-treasured than this 
cane, nnd ho is coinR to lend it to tho 
Libby Prison \var MiiBemn. 


Tho cnno, which in carved out of 


npplo-wood, in surmounted l,y tho 
American eagle, from whoso lunik ex- 
tends tt Hcroll that twines about tho up- 
per portion of tho stick, and bearinir 
the hint words of Stephen A. Douglas— 
"Stand by the Constitution of the 
United States," in raised letters. On 
one side of tho upper part of the stick 
IB » full-length flRiiroof I'rcttidcnt Lin- 
coln In bas-relief, tho face boincr won- 
derfully life-like. On the otho? parts 
of the stick are cunningly and realistic- 
ally curved guns, knapsacks, caps, 
helmets, pouches and other implements 
of the war.

She wasof tho Uitltimoroclipper class, 
HO fntncd many years for speed, nnd 
must have boon n wonder and n beauty 
when launched. 


Tho vessel is probably tho oldest 


known vessel nftont.

picture tn yourself from tlio description 
of tlie venerable Vigilant n rickety, 
creaking, working tttb with double 
jivng nt pumps to keep her free in any 
liml of seaway; a vessel with great 
icarns, with tho oakum working ont 
with every pitch into a head nca. Not 
She in tho tightest, stanchest and' 
soundest craft you can possibly im- 
agine. Pnmpnaro seldom used except 
to freo h«r of water that Im» been! 
ilashoil into the wash-up to keep thq 
vessel sweet.

She is to-day,' 
with her century and more years of 
ago, a better vessel than those ehonp, 
Bolt-wood, thrown-together craft from 
Nova Scotia, just launched, that on«: 
frequently sees. I venture to say thai 
her present owner, Mr. Pcntlieny, 
would not change the Vigilant to-day 
for any brand-new vessel of the same 
size built in Xova Scotia, independent 
of her historical value to him. She 
was built in the days when they only 
turned off good vessels. Some years 
ago them was a vessel called the'Gen- 
eral Oolff, whoso age exceeded that of 
tho Vigilant. This vessel.has since dis- 
appeared off the records, leaving the 
Vigilant the senior of all vessels. Gener- 
ations luivo come and passed out since 
her keel wan laid, and generations may* 
yet come and go before she ceases run- 
ing if her good luck continues.
